made by the central powers in a statement issued to the peace con- 
ference Tuesday by Count Czernin, the AuMro-llungariau minister, 
provided Russia's allies also recognize them and 'carry them out 
honestly toward the central powers. 


Peace Without Indemnities. 


Peace without forcible annexations and indemnities is agree- 


able to the central powers, and they will conclude a general peace 
immediately on conditions equally just to all the belligerents. The 
central powers share Russian condemnation of a prolongation of 
the war for the purpose of conquest. The return of Germany g lost 
colonies is> made an essential part of the German conditions for 
peace. 


U. S. and Allie* Hold Out. 


T'je United States and the entente 
allies up to this time have not recog- 
nized the Bolshevik! government or 
agreed to the terms Russia proffered 
at the beginning of the peace confer- 
ence. President Wilson an-J Premier 
Lloyd George recently have declared 
that peace with Prussian mllUary au- 
tocracy still in power was impossible.

STOCKS SOAR. 


New York, Dec. 27.—Stocks soared at the open- 


ing of the stock market today denoting the satisfaction 
of the financial community with the president's decision 
to take over the railroads. 


The advance ranged from two to eight points in 


the railroad lists, all the standard shares being bid up 
furiously. St Paul jumped,11 5-8 points to 48. 


The advance spread to all other points on the list, 


including war shares, equipments and utilities. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—One of the first acts of the gov- 


ernment in beginning operation of railroads at noon tomorrow 
will be to reduce large salaries now paid to railway executives and 
increase in some measure the wages of the railway workers. Se- 
curities to be issued while the government is in control will be at 
interest rates of not less than four per cent, and the issues will be 
made under joint authority of the director-general and the inter- 
state commerce committsiou.

Senators Interested. 


Senators took a lively interest in 


the story of the labor situation and 
the Inquiry turned to the whole sub- 
ject of labor and its position during 
the war. Questions as to the wisdom 
of conscription of labor for shipyards 
and other government 
vrork drew 


from Mr. Stevens emphatic opposition 
to any attempt to force civilians to 
work under prescribed conditions and 
government fixed wages. 
, 
Telling of the board's work fi> estab- 


lishing, with the aid of the labor de- 
partment, employment agencies on 
the pacif" coast, Mr. Stevens said 
that *• 
their institution also in the 


east ...a board hoped to obtain from 
other industries as many men as it 
needs. He added that an appropria- 
tion would be needed to provide hous- 
ing facilities at Isolated plants. 


Many Men Needed. 


"The number of men should ac- 


tually be more than doubled," said he,

Roughly there now are about 
150,000 men engaged in shipbuilding. 
We could use from 200,000 to 300,000 
more. 
W« are obtaining new men 


gradually now and hope to obtain 
them much faster later on. Recently

ens-described a bonus system institut- 
ed in pacific coast yards and said It 
It proved successful an extension to 
the east was planned.
